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1 . Applicant in response to the restriction requirement elected Group II, claims 22- 
28, of the invention without traverse. Accordingly, the restriction requirement is hereby 
made Final. Claims 15-21 and 29-31 stand withdrawn from further consideration. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 22-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

In claim 22, it recites that the mold shell is oriented at a three- 
dimensional setting angle with respect to the outlet opening. However, 
in page 4, section [0022] of the specification, it states that the 
adjustment of the angle sr is effected as a function of the relative 
densities of the nonferrous metal alloy used, the casting temperature 
and the rotational speed n of the vessel. However, applicant failed to 
set forth as how or in what manner that the angle is effected as 
function of these process parameters. 

4. Claims 22-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 22, the meaning of "being oriented at a three-dimensional 
setting angle with respect to the outlet opening" is not clear since it is 
not clear what the three-dimensional setting angle is. Also, it is not 
clear what axis of the mold and the vertical wall of the vessel forms the 
angle. Further, in last two lines of claim 22, it is not clear what the 
meaning of "flow detachment in the melt" is. In claim 23, there is a lack 
of antecedent basis in the specification for the claimed feature of 
"closable cover is mounted rotatably relative to the casting mold. In 
claim 24, what is "nozzle action"? In claim 27, line 2, "include" shall be 
changed to "made of or "consist of to render the meaning definite. 

5. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 USC 1 12, 4 th paragraph, as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 

Claim 28 involves a method limitation in an apparatus claim and thus itdo not 
further limit the scope of the base claim from which it depends. 

6. The patent to Choudhury et al. is cited to further the state of the art.
